The Interstate Commerce- Commis- 
aion has formally recognized the nature of the difficulty, and, in order 
to relieve the situation, doubled the deaumgt charge — the amount 
per day a shipper must pay for holding a freight car after the expira. 
tion of the 48 hours of free detention. Kven that has not induced the 
rapid loading and unloading, ami now the New Haven rsilrosd is be- 
fore the Commission with a request for permission to impose a charge 
of $9 a day after the fourth day the demurrage is chargeable. For 
merly, the charge was $1 per day after the first 48 hours, and th- 
Commission increased this to $2 after the fourth day. If this $9 charge 
shall he imposed, it will impress upon the minds of the shippers the 
fact that cars arc just as idle when they stand on the tracks full as 
when they stand empty.
